XlOW FUEXCn OOVICUNMENT. 

Declaration of Policy Rccoives the Cor- 
dial Endorsation of tlie Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 

I'aris, Nov. 1. — Tlie chamber of depu- 
ti(!s re-opened to-day with a crowded 
assembly, after its adjournment on Octo- 
lier 27, the day of the fall of the cabinet 
presided over by M. Urisson. 

.■Vniid great uniinutioii, the new pre- 
mier, M. Diipuy, read the iiiiiiiHterial 
declaration. lie began l)y declnriiig that 
the cabinet fully recognized the dilUeulty 
and resiionsibilities of tlii' tasl; under- 
taken, and alllrmed the supremacy of 
tlie civil power lis tlic fundamental prin- 
ciple of a republicnli state, and expressed 
(•ontideiine in the army, which, he added, 
would faithfully respect the laws of the 
republic. The ministerial declaration 
was iipplauded, both in the chamber of 
deputies and in the senate. 

In the cliainbor ot deputies, M. Miran, 
socialist, opened a discussion upon the 
general policy of the government. He 
complained of the cxccssive measures 
taUen (luring the recent strike, of the 
r(!a(!tioimry tendency in the army, and 
of the dismissal of pro-Dreyfus univer- 
sity professors. M. Dnpuy replied that 
the government did not intend to intro- 
(hice now laws as those already existing 
sulllecd to guarantee order and protect 
the aniiy. As to the Dreyfus ease, tlie 
I'remier" added, light will be thrown up- 
on it the day the court renders its deci- 
sion, which will be enforced by the 
government. 

The chamber approved the ministerial 
decliinition by a vote of -129 to (1-1. The 
minister of finance, M. IVytriil intro- 
duced (he budget, and M. Deleasse. the 
minister of foreign affairs, replying to 
the (lemiiiids for the discussion of th( 
I'^ishoda iiuestion, siiid hi' was unabli 
to lix II (late for it, in view of the inter- 
ests he had to safeguard ; but, the min- 
ister added, lie Iiojied to arrange an early 
date for its discussion. 

'J"he minister of justice, M. Ijcbret, n 
plying to a motion that all revision 
eases be submitted to the whole court 
of ciiKsation, instead of to particular de 
partments, said it was impossil)l(> ti 
alter the procedure already started in 
the Dreyfus case. The house then ad 
journed.

A'inyurd Hnven, Mass., Noy. 4. — Cupt. 
Hale and a nuinber of the crew uiid 
passengers of thu Clyde steamer Croutin, 
from New York for Wilmington, N.G., 
and Georgetown. S.C., arrived here this 
afternoon reporting Uiut the steamer was 
burned and sunk off Cape Charles on 
November 1. Five persons were drown- 
ed. The stcnmer can-iefl a general 
cargo. 

The names oC the lost are: Second As- 
sistant Engineer McCarthy, of Nova 
Scotia; Steward .Tnmes Curtis, of .7cr- 
sey City; passengers Mrs. .Tames Curtis, 
wife of the steward; .Teiuiie Willanl 
(colored), of Wilmington. 

i'lie Croatin was but twenty liours 
from New York ou her way to Wilming- 
ton and going at a gooil rate of spee<l 
witli a smooth hpiv and calm weather, 
wiien at S p.m. a fireman came linrriedly 
on deck and reported that the shiii was 
on lire. A general alann signal was 
given and an ofCort made to lower the 
ixiats but the fire spread with such riipi<l- 
ity that these efforts were utuivailing. 
In less than ten minutes after the fire 
was reported the ship waa completely 
enveloped in Ihiinos from stem to stern. 

Sliortly after the fire was discovered 
an explosion took place iu the cargo, 
which blew of the after hatch. A sec- 
ond explosion followed a few niiinites 
later and the ship was then a luiiss of 
flames. 

It was nt this time that Capt. Halo, 
seeing that to reninin on the vessel meant 
sure deatli, gave orders for uU liinuls to 
jump overboard and save tliemselvos as 
best they could. The paptaia was the 
last man to leavo tlie ship, remaining on 
deck with lii.s first ollUer until , they 
8C/>mcd completely enveloped in Haines 
and tlie vessel was sinking. 

There seemed to be no panic on board 
and men anil women after lushing on 
their life preservers leaped into the 
water. Some of tlie passengers had their 
faces Rcorched and many had their 
clothing on tire when thoy jumped into 
the sea. 

The captain and first officer succeeded 
in securing a yawl boat which had been 
damaged in lowering and by hard work 
rescued eight persons from the water. 

The burning ship was sighted by the 
four-masted schooner Alice Clark <if 
I'ortland, which lay becalmed about six 
miles off. nnil her captain sent n boat's 
crew to aid in the work of rescue. They 
succeeded in saving twelve persons, many 
of whom hud Ihmmi an liour or more iu 
the water and had become nearly ex- 
hausted. Thoy were taken on board the 
Chifk and given ever?- possible attention. 

No explosives were known to ho among 
the ship's cargo, and the origin of the 
lire is a mystery to her crew.

Gonorul Kitchener sat on the 
right hand <if the Lord ilayor, and the 
Duke of Cambridge was seated on Uie 
Lord Mayor's left. 

After the diiiher proper tlie 'Lady 
Mayoress and a number of other ladies 
were accouunodated with seats iu the 
gallery, to enable them to hear the 
Bpeoches. Whea the loving cup had 
been circulated, tlie I^ord Mayor toasted,, 
the tjueen, the I"'rince and Priueeas of 
Wales and the royal family, to which 
the Duke of Cambridge responded. 

Lord Itosebery toasted the Army and 
Navy, paying a glowing tribute to I>ord 
Kitchener and liia gallant eomrados, and' 
to Lord Cninier and the Egyptian and 
Soudanese forces, " whose brilliant cam- 
paign, just closed, is the most consuui- 
niate in the annals of Britisli military 
history for eighty years, aud more bene- 
ficent and extended in its results than 
perhaps any record in history." "The 
campaign," said Lord Iloscbery, " liud 
wiped out Ihe bloodiest and most bar- 
bai'ous tyranny iu the history of man- 
kind.'' He concluded by expressing the 
opinion that Great Britain had u right 
to e.xi)oct from the nations whose terri- 
tory borders oa the dervish territory 
'• not ill feeling and jciiloiisy, but the, 
fullest measure of gratitude," 

Admiral Sir Nowell Salmon, first aad: 
principal naval aide-de-camp to the 
Queen, resimndcd for the navy; and the 
seerotnry of state for war. Lord Lans:

"No one can wonder at the entluisi- 
asni by which the career of this great 
soldier has beou received, espcciiiJIy 
when we consider tlie strange drnmatii: 
interest of the circumstances and con- 
ditions amid which his laurels were won 
by the Sirdar. Besides being a splendid 
soldier, he is also x splendid diplomatist. 
It must have reiiuired uimaual taleiitH 
successfully to earrj' out the delicate 
mission up the Nile which conducted 
him into the presence of Major Mar- 
chand. The Sirdar has lately expressod 
the hoi)e that the ditUculties arising 
from the presence of Major Jlarcliiuid 
may be within the power of diplomacy 
to adjust. I am glad to say that, up to 
a certain point he has proven a true 
prophet. 

"This iifternoon I received from the-.. 
French ambassador the infonuation that 
the Kreuch goveruiueut have come to 
the coiiclnsion that the ocenpntiou 'of 
l-'ashoda is of no sort of value (pro-, 
longed laughter and cheers), and .tha-t. 
thev thought in the circumstances tllafij 
to persist in aa occupation which wouW 
oiilv cost them money and hann, merely 
because some had advisers thoughti'U^ 
might be disagreeable to iiu . unwelcopifl, 
neighbor, would not show the Wisdoitti 
with which, as I think, the French re-/ 
publie has beea uniformly guided. 

" Tliev have 'done what l behove 
every government would 'have done in 
the same positlonrrresplved^.that tlie 
occupation miiBt cease. (Oneer^).' • . 

"I must" not be understood as 'Baying 
th.i.t all cnuscB of controversy arc re- 
moved. That is not so. DouhtleaU: 
there -will he ranny discussions between, 
us; but a somewlmt acute and some- 
what dangerous cause of difference Iuvb 
been removed."

.Vter the tightest squcoi-.e for his life 
that he has yet ejcperionced in his adveii- 
turouB career, Arthur Saint Oyr, the Do- 
uiiiiiou explorer nnd surveyor, is back 
again in Victoria, quite prepared to 
laugli over the advoulurc that 'broiiglit 
donth close to his side. It was auch 
an experience as men of his mould and 
calling must expect wlicn they go into 
the wilderness aud as he chatted about it 
at the Douiiiiion hotel last evening Mr. 
Saint Cyr dealt with the iiieideut ns 
worth only passing reference. But less 
than a montli ago he bad about eouehid 
I'd that it would mean the blotting out ot 
ids life iu the icy waters ot the Big Sal 
moll, and a trip North tor some otlier sur- 
veyor to do again the work upon wliicli 
ho lias been employed during the sum- 
mer. 

This work liad lieen completed to tlie 
e.\plorer's thorougli satisfaction, and 
with his photographic plates neatly 
pachod and the eiui of tlie season upon 
them, Mr. Saint Cyr and his assistant 
started back to civilization hy way 
the Big Siilnioii. This river where It 
traverses tlie unkiiinvii laiul to the north 
oL" Lake Teslin is so full of rocks and 
rapids tliat Indians as well as wliitc 
prospectors wisely give it a wide berth, 
Time pressed upon the ex:pN)rer, howev- 
er, but that there was uotliiiig for it but 
to trust to fatc- 

At the time the canvas canoes were 
lailiiclied, no snow lay iiiMin tli 
of the vtilloy land, yet gut in the river 
the drift ice was already criincliiiig and 
grinding in great cakes three inches 
tliick.

He made a 
siieeeli of eight liiimlred -words, but i-acli 
sentence w-as pregnant wllb Indignant ri'- 
prliiianil ami warning. He Siild that lie 
wished everyone lo undi-rstarid that be 
did not blaiue the Maroons for the recent 
oecurrenees tjo iini(-h ns lie hiariu'd that 
lawliss jiart of the coiiiniiiiilty which by 
meet lugs, money conlrlbutlons and other 
ineaiis encouraged a serious breach of the 
laws. 

Contiiiiilng, the Oeueral said he would 
warn these persons that were well known 
by name and action to the goremnioiit, 
adding that 'the law most be maintained 
and that hcj'lhtendcd , to maintain it with 
the utmost Tigon The General then dealt 
with the Inn^' qncstlon, which was the 
root of recent, trou'blMl, .promising ameli- 
orating leglsliitlon aLnd" pledging the gov- 
ernment to do Justice in the matter. The 
visit of General Ilnllowos has produced an 
excellent r-ffect, seemingly completely ap 
peasing tbe feelings of discontent which 
existed among the Maroons.

James Cessford nnd "W. A. Milling- 
ton, of Victoria, who have been working 
for Norman Mncaulny, returned on the 
steamer, having left the White Horse 
about a wcol; ago. They reiiort that tho 
upper rivers were just beginning to 
freeze when they left nnd that on the 
summit there had been quite a heavy 
snowfall. They brought back with them 
one of tlioir faithful pack animals, in 
which they take a special pride, owing to 
the brute being the first horse to ever 
pass through the White Horse. The 
scow he was on was wrecked and he 
swam through where others had perish- 
ed. They say they will return North 
next February and spend the coming 
season in tho Atlin country. 

Mr. ,T. G. Stephens brings additional 
news of the recent strike on the Stew- 
art river, in fact he was the discoverer 
of the creek, which he named Scroggie 
crook. It is 20 miles from the mouth 
of Uio Stewart river. He washed out 
!fl to the pun and as soon as this news 
got around there was Quito a stampede. 
Now there are .%0 men on the ground 
and 55 cabins have been built. Other 
tributaries of the Stewart river, Mr. 
Stephens says, are proving rich. 

ANOTHEB BIG STMKE. 

Thistle Ofeek the Latest Gold Producer 
of the Yukon Valley. 

Those who prophesied at tlie time of 
the first Klondike e.^eitement that many 
equally as rich creeks as Eldorado and 
Bonanza would he fcittnd in Northern 
British G<dumbia and the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, have very good prospects of 
being able to say "I told you so." The 
Atlin Lake discoveries prove tho con- 
tention as far as Northern British Co- 
lumbia is concerned and numerous dis- 
coveries have boon made showing that 
the Northwest Territories contain fabu- 
lous wealth. The very latest discovery 
in tho Yukon valley is told of by Capt. 
Martincau, of tlio steamer Flora, tho last 
vessel to make the trip from Dawson to 
White Horse this season. The Captain 
reports that very rich ground was found 
on Thistle creek, which empties into the 
Y^ukon about ten miles this side of the 
A\''liite Kiver. There was a big rush in 
consequence, many men coming up the 
river to tlie new diggings on tlio Flora. 
The men who cnine out stated that tho 
ground was very rieli, as ricli even as 
the Klondike creeks. 

The Reason along the Yukon, Caiitain 
Martincau says, has been a very open 
one, hut winter has now .fot in in earn- 
est. The Stewart, White nnd l^-lly riv- 
ers were throwing ii lot of iw and some 
was also coming out of the Big Salmon. 
Ice was also fonning along tlie banks 
of the main river. On October 4 the 
therniometer registered 5 below zero. 

Tho Flora left Dawson on Octolier 10 
and reached White Horse oh OSfp^er 21. 
The trip across the trail was rendered 
rather niipli'asnnt by the soft snow.

One of the best cargoes to reach Vic- 
toria from the North arrived ou the 
CP. N. steamship Danube yesterday 
evening, consisting of 14,229 coses of 
salmon, $25,000 of furs and $50,000 in 
gold dust, not to speak of $-100,000 in 
drafts. The furs are all from Hudson 
Bay posts, and comprise bear, beaver, 
marten and foS. Tlie Salmon shipments 
are 1,099 cases consigned to H. Bell- 
Irving & Co., 0,948 consigned to Find- 
lay, Durham & Brotiie and 4,725 cases 
consigned to Thos. Earle. These shiii- 
luonts make a clean up of all the salmon 
at tho northern canneries except at ItLv- 
ers Inlet where there remains 13,1188 
cases. 

There was .?5,000 of the gold dust 
from Atlin. I'art of it changed hands 
aboard tlie Danube and was sold at 
$18.10 an ounce. It is a very tine bright 
gold and was admired more by the pass- 
engers than that which came from far- 
ther inland. 

Tho Danube left Skagway seven days 
ago and was delayed through calling 
at British Columbia ports and loading 
salm on. She called at Hella Coola on 
her way North and landed a lot of live 
stock, tho settlers being found contented 
and busy making ready for the coming 
season. On her return voyage the 
Brixhum was sighted, her back broken 
and in n condition that indicateil that 
she was on tlu; ro<:ks to stay. Nothing 
however, was seen of tho Boscowitz. 
Tho Casca was passed anchored off 
Mary Island waiting for line wi-ather to 
proceed to Victoria. She has 40 head 
of mules on board, which had been in 
service on the Teslin trail hauling mili- 
tia supplies. The (iuecii City was also 
spoken on the trip aud should arrive 
to-day. Tho Danube brought down 52 
pass(;ngers, prominent among wlioin 
were A. Saint Cyr, tho surveyor sent 
North by the Dnuiiuioii government; Dr. 
0. I.. Milne, of this city; D. Mcb'arlaiid, 
the Dominion timber agent; .T. Cleariluie, 
who has been in the transportation busi- 
ness on the Teslin trail; Dr. Leitcham, a' 
New /yoalandor, who has .fSt^OUO of 
Klondike gold in his possession; Capt. 
-Martinean, the navigator who success- 
fully operated the steamer Flora during 
the past season; Capt. Turnbull, another 
Northern navigator; .7. McKay, chief 
engineer of the ste;inier Nora. 

Dr. G. D. Milne left Dawson on the 
Flora on October 10, tlie steamer, which 
was the last to leave the Yukon metropo- 
lis this season, being loaded down with 
passengers. The trip ont to the coast 
was pleasant and Dawson was left be- 
hind in fine weather. Dr. Milne reiinrts 
considerable fever at Dawson but thinks 
.voiing Maynard's death the only one 
that has occurred among Victorians. 
Other passengers on tin.- Danubo were 
Messrs. Daley, Fraser and Thomas, of 
the Hudson's Bay Compnuy's steamer 
Caledonia, and K. C. Klkford, Mrs.

New York, Nov. 4,— Dun's review of 
Canadian trade says: Oa the whole 
Canadian, returns a.re quite encouraguig, 
While very fair business Is reported by 
jobbers at St. ,Tohn and the retail trade 
shows activity, business is but moderate 
at Halifax and dull as to remittances. 
(Juebec reports c(dlections as gCKxl as 
could be expected for the season, and 
shoe nuinufacturers are expecting a good 
winter. General business is very satis- 
factory at Montreal with collections bet- 
ter than for several years, and mild 
open weather helps dry goods. A heavy 
failure in the cheese trade has no es- 
pecial effect, being pretty well discount- 
ed. In hardware, metals, and groceries 
trade is fairly active nt Toronto, while 
jobbers aud importers of holiday goods 
are very busy and payments are siisis- 
factory. There is rather slow movement 
in all lines at Winni))eg with small vol- 
ume of wheat marketed ami payments 
not satisfactory. 

At Victoria trade is fairly healthy with 
volume somewhat larger than last year, 
and at Vancouver October trade 
exceeds last year's both in wholesale and 
retail, though there ia Blight decrease in 
shipping. Collectiona are satisfactory. 

BRADSTKEET'S REPORT. 
New York, Nov. 4.— Bradstreot's to- 
morrow will say: Further (luietiiig 
down of now business in iron and steel, 
the relapse into dulness, though at 
steady prices, of wheat, consequent upon 
the withdrawal of the excited foreign 
demand, nnd eome light increase in gen- 
eral trade, chiefly at the South, as a re- 
sult of the approach of the elections, are 
all features calling for. special mentiou 
this week. Among the more actively 
favorable features are the steadiness 
displayed by most Staple articles, and 
the enlarged distribution of staple goods 
at many Western and Southern markets, 
as the re.iult of improved weather nnd 
removals of quarantines. Confirmatory 
of the favorable reports as to general 
trade during October, are the returns of 
the bank clearings for the month, and 
scattered rei)orts as to the increased 
business doing at many centres, as com- 
liareil with one year ago. Export statis- 
tics of grain, too, are beginning to show 
that an ample basis for the stories of 
heavy foreign buying really existed, e.\- 
liorts this week being the heaviest on 
record. New business in iron and steel 
has been lighter than for weeks past, 
and some shading of quotations, jiarli- 
cularly for steel, is reported. Export 
trade, however, is large nnd increasing, 
and mills are still well enough supiilied 
with orders to regard this pre-election 
(juict with soniotliing approaching 
e<|uaniniity. Imiiortant negotiations 
touching future prices of steel are now 
in progress. Quotations are entirely 
withdrawn, and some icports are that 
an important concession, or at least the 
control of the prices of outi)ut, has been 
Iiractically agreed uim)I1. Wheat has 
been duller, but steady on uncertainty 
as to possible foreign political cmnijlica- 
tions, offsetting n heavy gain in move- 
ment from proilucers. Tlie current de- 
mand and output of lloul- have con- 
tinued equal, and oven exceeded jiU lu-e- 
vious records.

Tlie date fixed for the callinfr of the 
liouse is earlier than usual, hut not as 
early as it oufjht to have been, in vi(>\v 
of the extraordinary character of the 
political situation. Some very uiteroat- 
ing developments may be expected when 
tbe members pet together. It is re- 
ported that Mr. Prentice will not take 
his sent, and we may assume, although 
we have no definite information on tlie 
sui)jcct, that Mr. Stoddart will be on 
band to occupy it. Whether any of the 
election petitions will be dispos(>d of by 
that time, and, if so, what the result will 
be upon the, complexion of the house, we 
are not in any better position to judge 
tJian anyone else. 

It is reported that the government 
will propose the name of Mr. I''{)rster 
when the election for the speake?-slii]) 
comes on. Among the members of the 
government party, Mr. Forster has 
claims quite equal and in some ways su- 
perior to those of anyone else, but how 
Mr. Kellie will submit to being over- 
looked is another matter. 
'." We anticipate an exceedingly short 
session. Unless something developes 
which, is not now in evidence, it seems 
hardly possible that the gDvernnient can 
organize the house. It is very clear that 
tbi'y cannot hope to carry on the busi- 
ness of the country. When the inevit 
'able defeat comes, almost anything may 
happen. The man, who' thinks he can 
correctly forecast th(> political horoscope 
of British Cohunbia politics for the ni'xt 
six months, has abundant faith in his 
own discernment. The elements which 
make any suggested situation difllcult 
to work out are nuiny. About the only 
thing thiit is nbsolutely certain is that 
the present makeshift government 
destined to a very early ovcrtlirow. 



AN OI'"F-SE.\SON IX POLITICS. 

There is a surprising dearth of politi- 
cal topics of interest just now, and the 
efforts of some of tbe papers to protend 
that they are waging active warfan 
againsl their <)i)i)oiients is not a little am- 
using. One side is just like the other. 
'A few stock subjects are trotted out 
but, as they are labelwl, not many peo 
l>lo take the trouble to read the articles 
If any one does, he is suri' to find him- 
self wondering it' lie has not got hold 
of a paper of year before last or some 
other remote period. The fact of the 
matter is that no one la taking very much 
interest in politics just now. If you meet 
a friend on the street, he rarel.v thinks it 
Avorth while to spciik about any political 
nuestion. There are two reasons for 
this. One is that the people have got 
tired of political controversy and are 
thinking more about business. They 
know that the sessions of parliament 
and the provincial logislattircs are not 

ifar off, and Ihoy realize that tliey will 
get not only a dose but a surfeit of 
tiolitics then. .Vuother reason is that im- 
perial questions occupy a very large 
place in every one's attention. 

The respite is rather agreeable. It 
would not be a bail plan if, by eonunon 
consent or otiierwtsc, it could be arrang- 
ed so that politicians would take a vaca- 
tion after the fashion of the lawyers, 
and that any stejis niad(> iii the game 
during that period would not count. One 
• .|ndvautagc of such an arrangement would 
lie that the bitterness engendered by 
party strife would have a chance to pass 
away and pi>ople would ho able to get 
together in efforts to advance the ma- 
terial prosperity of their several locall- 

Jaifs. ' But jiendiug such an agreement 

•it is not at all unsatisfactory to havo an 
ofE-soa.son in iwlltics, such as Oan'ajaa Is 

'cxi>erioncing just now. 

THE BUBDBN OP SUCCESS.' '■■< 

■ Tbe people of the United Stnlxjs en- 
tered upon the war with Spain with a 
light heart, and events proved that from 
a military and oaval point of view Ihey 
were right in not harboring any anxiety, 
A few sober-minded people in that coun- 
try and the nuijority of outside ybserv- 
.■crs realized that the -war itself was the 
jeaijty.ferious' part of tlie business, and 
tWii. tbc' lH'oWenis to which, success 



would give rise were likely to bo of a far 
graver character. So it is proving to be. 

In order to understand tbe situation, 
it is jiiecesaary,? to,> bear In, mind , that it 
was not the intention of the United 
States government at the outset to ac- 
quire any considerable amount of terri- 
tory by the war. This was expressly 
stated in tin? resolntior.s adopted by con- 
gress and the proclamation of the presi- 
dent. But ; events often prove to he 
stronger than' the most resolute govern- 
ment. Here the experience of Great 
Britain in Egypt may he mentioned as 
an illustration. When orders were given 
to the fleet to suppress the rpvolt - of 
ArabI Pash'al without waiting for the 
co-operation of France, there wa.s no in- 
tention on (he part of the Itrilish gov- 
ernment to reconquer the Soudan. In- 
deed it was at one time expres.sly de- 
clared that this part of Egypt's posses- 
sions would he definitely abandoned. 
Most p(H)ple are familiar with the chain 
of events, which li>d up to KitcheiuT's 
expedition and the peremptory order to 
France to quit Fashoda, and will agree 
with us in saying th{it the outcome has 
been due to the Irresistible logic of facts 
of which the liombardmeut of Alexan- 
dria was the beginning. The occupation 
of Kgypt carried with it certain respon- 
sibilities, and these have been discharged 
under a species of compulsion, that has 
led to the results being tolerated, if not 
expri!ssly approved of bv all the powers 
except France. We will appreciate the 
dealings of the Unltetl States with Spain 
better if wo boar in mind the resemb- 
lance between them and Great Britain's 
dealings with Egypt, a resemblance 
which has freiiuently been pointed out 
by the l?ritish press. 

The case between the Washington and 
Madrid governments divides itself into 
two liranchos, tbe future of Cuba and 
the future of the Pbilipi)ines. So far as 
Porto Itico is concerned, the issue is 
closed. In several important respects the 
t wo parts of th«; case are similar. Both 
Cuba and the Philippines were in revolt 
agiiinst Spain at the beginning of tin 
war. a.nd in neither case did the insur- 
gents contemplate changing their alleg- 
iance. Their hope was to set up Inde- 
pendent governments. Both Cuba and 
the Philippines were burdened with a 
heavy debt incurred by Spain cliielly in 
suppressing revolts. If in either, case the 
insurgents had been successful, they cer- 
tainly would not have assumed the debt 
which their mother country had placed 
upon them. In other 'words, if Spain 
had lost the islands through rebellion, 
she would have had to assunu' the debts. 
The best evidence available is that the 
peoide of neither colony are capable of 
self-government. It is therefore prob 
able that Spain would have lost both 
Cuba and the riiilippines, and would 
have had to assume the debt charged 
again.'-t them, while the islands would 
have been left in a chaotic condition 
under which life and property would not 
have been safe. The occupation of th 
islands by some other power would hav 
been inevitable, ia which event no one 
would have suggested that such power 
should relieve Spain of the debts. We 
are unable to see how the United 'States 
by simply anticipating the course of 
events and compelling Spain to abandon 
her crilonics without placing any greater 
debt upon them, Incurred any responsi- 
bility for the outstanding liability. 

■■I'he disposition that shall be nuide of 
the Cuban and Philippine debts is one 
of the burdens which the success in the 
late war has east niion the I'nited 
States, for a refusal to bear any part 
of them is only n little loss important, 
from nn International point of view, 
than the assumption of the whole l:-i- 
l)ility. lint the great qiiestioa with 
which the Washington fjovernment will 
have to deal is the future of the Spanish 
colonies. Can Cuba bo pormitte<l safely 
li> organize as an indeiicndent republic? 
We do mil think so. The experience of 
the Centr.-d .Xmerieau and South Ameri- 
can republics is an unanswerable argu- 
nn>nt iigainst any exiierimeut of that 
initure in an island inhabited by a 
people, less fitted to manage their own 
affairs than those of any of the former 
continiMital pcjssessions r)f Spain. Il.av- 
iiig taken the responsibility of driving 
out the Spaniards, the United States 
cannot .shake themselves clear of the 
obligation to substitute some other con- 
trol that will secure peace to the island 
and iiroteet the lives and proiK>rty of 
those who now live or may hereafter go 
to reside there. In regard to the Philip- 
pines the case is even stronger. To al- 
low Spain to remain their mistress 
would be to inaugurate a period of 
anarchy, for the insurgents would gain 
such' headway that it would be impos- 
sible for tliat country, in her present 
c]i|ipleil cnnililion, to keep them unihT 
control. To attempt to set up a repub- 
lic tliei-e would be an net of iusanit.v 
for tbe people ilo not possess a single 
element titling them for such a task. 
In either event other nations would 
readily discover excuses for stepjiing in 
aad aciiuiring portions of the arelii|)el- 
ago, .so that in tbe end Spain would lose 
the Islands anyway.' • Being in posses 
sion of the Philippines, the Washington 
government cannot ilisebargo its duty to 
humanity in any other way except by 
retaining them. To do ho is a task of 
enormous dlfDculty, but huccohh caiTiea 
its own burdens with it. Great Britain 
has long felt this, nnd the United States 
cannot hope to escape the operation of 
the nile. 



A BOOM IN COPPEU. 

I here never was such a boom in eop- 
pei- properties as is now in progress in 
tlu' Lake Superior district. The New 
'\'ork 0(unmercial 'Advertiser says that 
the foreign and domesfie <lf>inaud for 
copper was never so urgent as now and 
prices have a decided rising tendency. 
Tlie result of this is 'that old properties 
are being re-openetl and new ones are 
being eagerly sought. In illustration of 



how sucli properties have udvanfe<l, it 
may bo mentioned that live years ago 
the whole valuation of the copper pro- 
perties in the Lake Superior district was 
about .?40,000,000. while at present, baa- 
ing the value of stock on the prices (juot- 
ed on the Boston stock exchange, the 
amount is close to $105,000,000, of which 
."f25,000,OOO is accounted for by the ad- 
vance in the value of stocks since the 
hegiaaing of the present year. Calumet 
and Heda Will pay a dividend for 1898 
of about .$0,000,000 nnd its stock, which 
jumped from a gross value of $"2 -1,000,- 
000 to .$58,000,000 in five years, nuiy be 
expected to make another, advance, for 
the anticipated dividend is fifty per cent, 
larger than that of last year. The Tam- 
arack has trebled in value in two years, 
the Quincy has increased four-fold and 
the Osceola six-fold. These properties 
were each valued at from .$1,000,000 to 
.•JIJ.^OO.OOO two years ago, so it wU bo 
.■ii en that tho rise in price represents an 
immense sum of money. A group of si.x 
properties, which were considered dear 
three years ago at $25,000, is now quot- 
ed on the stock exchange at $9,800,000. 

It is interesting to. know that tho 
TJnited States supplies CO per cent, of 
the copper used in tho world. There- 
foie copper mines on the coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia ought to be able to succ-i ss- 
fully compete with those on Lake Su- 
perior in the foreign market. The de- 
velopment now in progress on tho laku 
ought to stinudate the prospecting for 
cniiper in this province, where hitliertn 
it has occupied hardly a secondary place 
in public esteem. 

BRITISH INFLUENCE. 

The Paris .Tournal prints the following 
which is as strong a piece of evidence 
as to the far-roaeliinir iulhience of the 
name of our Empire as can well be do 
sired. Its appearance in a French pa- 
per at this juncture is not tfie least in- 
teresting feature in connection with it 

"You have liail. General, he was ask- 
ed, "to lighl: against English ialluenees. 
Are these so deeply rooted as the peo- 
ple sa.v?" 

"Yes, to an extraordinary degree. Wo 
have had a veritable English war, do 
not (li)\ibt it. I ■»vdll give you an ex- 
ample. 

"At Amliatondnizaka two Frenchmen 
were captured and assassinated. Two 
(lavs afterwards the Fahavalo.s arrested 
an' ICrglishman. But not only did they 
do him no harm, but two days after- 
warils the iirisoner was able to send to 
one of his compatriots a letter couched in 
those terms: " 

"'I am a prisoner, but I do not want 
for anything. I am able to send you 
this to tell 'you that tho station will be 
attaeked. Be careful to put on the door 
some clear mark of your English nn- 
tionality, and yo\i may be sure that no 
harm will come to you.' 

"The recipient of this letter, however, 
brought it to the I'ren.'h connnander. 
and the Fahavalos got a very warm re- 
ception. But you BOO how groat is the 
influence of the English." 

This recalls Eliza Cook's lines: 

'Tis a glorious charter, deny it who 
can. 

That is breathed in the words: "I'm nn 
Englishiiiau." 

There is no aeeil of explanation upon 
the influences which have led up to this 
ri'spect for the name of Britain in all 
parts of the world. We know the fact, 
and its existence is one of the proudest 
boast.s of every British subject. Free- 
dom at homo and security abroad are the 
twin heritage (jf every one who acknowl- 
edges allegiance to the Meteor Flag. 

There are 1S(!,50(> miles of railway in 
the United States, to which may be 
adde<l .^>0.00() miles to repiesent (hmhle 
tracks, sidings, yard trsicks ami so on. 
The average cost is placed at .$00,000 
a mile which brings tho cost of tbe 18<>.- 
TM mill's up to .$11,101,000,000 to which 
.$."i()n.O0O,noi) may be added for equip- 
ment. The number of persons employed 
by the railroads is 850,000, their average 
pay being •$50.'; a year. In the year end- 
ing September 1st, I.^IOS, the railroads 
carried 1,000,000 passengers and TOI>,- 
000.000 tons of freight. Om^ passenger 
was killed out of every ^.'Zm.OlM) carri- 
ed. Twice as many iK-ople fall out of 
the window of their houses aiul break 
their necks every year as are killed on 
till' railways. A calculation of proba- 
liilities show that to ensure being killed 
by a railway accident a person would 
have to travel 75,000,000 miles. 

'I'lie Candia correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, referring to the hanging of 
seven men there in accordance with the 
sentence of the Hrilish court-martial, for 
having kille'd two British soldiers, says 
that the effect upon the populace was 
tri'iiieiidous. Candia is to be evacuated 
by the Sultan's forces, but tliis will f.'ir 
from dispose of the Cretan question, 
which piills for the restoration of the 
rigliis of (bonsands of the Christian 
poimliiiiun. who have been driven from 
their homes. 



The Vancouver World understjinds 
that Attornoy-Oeneral Martin has sunt 
to Winnipeg for a deputy. Ooncorniug 
the fitness of the gentlemen vnnmed for 
the position -we know'" hothliig, and' are 
preiiarod to concede that be is as well 
qualified as any lawyer from another 
province can be. Our criticism of tbe 
appointment is solely that an outsider 
has boon chosen over tho bonds of local 
applicants,' . some of whom- must surely 
have been lit for the-'offlcb. We shall 
not make any further comments at pres- 
ent, but will leave the legal gentlemen, 
who support Mr. Martin and his col- 
leagues, • to j digest this vTcry- delicious 
morsel of news at their leisure.'

■nilS WONDBKFULf CENTURY. 

Its Achievements and Those of Other 
Centuries— Some o£ Its 
Great h'a iliires. 

(By Alfred II. NVullace. author of -Dar- 
wliiiaiusai.' ) 

.Having now completed our sketch of 
thosi! practical discoveries and striking 
generalizations of science which have in 
so many respects changed the oiit'.vard 
forms of o\ir civilizatiini, and will ever 
ri'iider iiienioralile the century now so 
near its close, we an' in a iiositiou to 
sum Uji its acliievenienis and compare 
them with what lias gone before. Tak- 
ing lirst those iiive-utioiis and practical 
applications of science which are per- 
I'ectly new departures, and which have 
also "so rapidly develoiied as to have 
profoundly alTeeted many of our habits, 
and even our tlioughts and onr language, 
we lind them to bi' thirteen in number: 

1. Railway.s, whi<-li have revolution- 
ized land travel and the distribution of 
commodities. 

'1. Steam navigation, which has done 
the same thing for ocean travel, and 
has besides led to the entire reconstruc- 
tion of the navies of the world. 

;i. Electric telegraphs, which have pro- 
duced an even greater revolution in the 
coniinunicatioii of thought. 

I. The telephone, which transmits, or 
rather reprmluce.s, tlie voice o£ the 
sixaker at a distance. 

5. Ii''riction nnitches, which have revo- 
lutionized the modes of obtaining firo. 

(i. Gas lighting, which enormously ini 
proved outdoor nnd other jlluminntion. 

7. Electric lighting, another advam e. 
now tliroatoning to suporsode gas. 

8. Photography, an art which is to 
the oxternal forms of nature what 
printing is to thought. 

9. Tho phonograph, which preserves 
and reproduces isonnds ,ns photography 
preserves and reproduces forms. 

10. The Roentgen rays, which render 
many opaque oi)jects transparent nnd 
open up a new world to photography. 

II. Spectrum analysis, which so great- 
ly extends our knowledge of the iiHi- 
■s'erse that by its assistance we arc able 
to asccitaiii the relative heal and cliciiii- 
eal const it lit ion of the stars, and ascer- 
tain the existence and measure the rati' 
(if motion of stellar bodies which are 
entirely invisible. 

12. The use of anaesthetics, rendering 
the most severe surgical operations ptiin- 

ll'SS. 

V.'i. The use of antiseptics in siir>;ie:il 
operations, which has still further e.;- 
tended the means of saving life. 

Now, if we ask what inventions cf>ni- 
parable with thes(> were made during 
the previous leigliteeiitlil century, it 
seems at lirst doubtful whetlur there 
were any. But we may iierbajis admit 
the (levi'lopuient of till' steam engine 
friim tli(> rude but still useful machine 
of .Xi'weomen to the powerful and econo- 
mical engines of Boulton and Watt. The 
principle, however, was known long be- 
fore, and had been practic.-illy aiiplied 
in the previous century by the Manpiis 
of Wor;'ester and by Savery; and the 
improvements made by ^^'att, though 
very imiiortaiit, bad a very limited re- 
sult. The engines made were almost 
wholly used in pumping the water out 
of deep mines, and the bulk of the 
popultitiou knew no more of them, or 
derived an.v more direct benefit from 
them, than' if they had not existed. 

Ill the seventeenth century the one 
great and far-reaching Invention was 
that of the telescope, which in its imme- 
diate results of extending our knowledge 
of the universe and giving possibilities 
of future knowledge not yet exhausted, 
nuty rank with spectrum analysis in our 
own era. The barometer and thermom- 
eter are minor discoveries. In tbe 
sixteenth century wo have no invention 
of the first rank, but in tho fifteenth we 
have printing. Tho mariner's compass 
was Invented early in the fourteenth 
centnry, and was of great iraportnnca 
in rendering ocean navigation possible, 
and tli.us facilitating tho discovery of 
America. Then, backward to the dawn 
of history, or rather to prehistoric timcfl, 
we have the two great engines of know- 
ledge and dis<»very— the Indian or 
Arabic nmnerals leading to arithni*tie 
and algebra, nnd. more remote still, the 
invention of alphabetical writing. 

Smiiniiiig these uii, we find only five 
inventions of the lirst rank in all pre- 
ceding time— the telescope, the iirinting 
press, the mariner's coivipass. Arabic 
numerals and allihabetical writing, to 
wliich we may add the steam engine and 
barometer, making seven in all, against 
thirteen in our single cenlnry. 

Coining now to the theoretical dis- 
<!overies of our time, which have ex- 
tended our knowledge or widened our 
conceptions of the universe, we find 
them to be about equal Ih number ns fol-

cal equivalent of heat, leading to the 
great principle of the conservation of 
energy.

(Joiiig back we can find nothing of 
first rank exceijt I'biclid's wonderful sys- 
tem of geometry ih'rived from earlier 
Greek nnd Egyptian sources, and per- 
haps the most remarkable mental product 
of the earliest civilizations; to which we 
may jidd the introduction of Arabic num- 
orals, and the use of the aphabet. Thus 
in all past history we find only eight 
theories' or principles antecedent to the 
nineteenth century, as compared with 
twelve during that century. It will he 
well now to give comparative lists of 
(111' two eras, adding n few others to 
those above enumerate^:

Of c-ourse these iiuiubers are not ah- 
solute. Either series may be increased 
or diminished by ttikiiig account of other 
discoverh^s as of equal importance, or 
by striking out some which may he con- 
sidered as below the grade of an import- 
ant or epoch-nnikiiig step in science or 
civilization. But the difference between 
the two lists is so large that probably 
111) comixnent judge would bruig them to 
an ei|ualily. Again, it is notable that 
i.iilliiiig like a regular gradation is per- 
ceptible during the last three or four 
centuries. The eighteenth conturj-, in- 
stead of showing some approximation to 
the wealth of discovery in our own age,' 
is less remarkable than the seventeenth, 
having only about half the number of 
really great advances.

She Brought Few Passengers Hav- 
ing Left Skagway Behind 
the City of Seattle. 



Glowing Reports of the Atlin 
Lake Country Given by Re- 
turuiug Miners. 



Having left Skagway just ii few hours 
later than the steamers City of Seattle 
and Danube, the Amur, which arrivotl 
last evening, brought but few passen- 
gers and most of them were men who 
had been working for the Bennett Lake 
Company, including some members of 
the crew of the steamer Flora, the last 
vessel to uiako the trip from Daw.son. to 
White Horse. The Amur experienced 
very disagreeable woatlicr on the trip, 
snow, Tuiu and wind being the order ev- 
ery day. However, she made a speed of 
12Yj knots from Queen Charlotte Sound 
to Victoria. 

The trails are now impassable and no 
more arrivals may be expected from the 
interior or even from the lakes until the 
snow liardenM. 

Like all late arrivals the passengers 
on tlie Amur are full of Uie Atlin coun- 
try, for which all have a good word. Mr. 
H. B. liattui, of Skagrway, recently 
spent four days In the counti*y and of it 
he says: 

"In all my mining experience I have 

•ver seen as favorable a field, a field 
whicii possesses such advantages for 
miners and prospectors for rueh returns 
as does the entire Atlin e-oiintry. Two 
men can prospect, any claim in the dis- 
trict in three days, and learn in that 
time whether or not the claim is worth 
working, while in the Klondike they 
work all winter thawing ground on a 
claim, and by spring they may not have 
a color. If a man can take out. one 
(lUiiee of gold a day, as hundreds are 
cluing at Atlin, he will make money 
mucli easier and much faster than the 
Klondike miner who takes out three 
ounces per day. 

".Vtlin is to-day the most promising 
mining field in the world, and Uie amount 
of gold which will be tnl;en eut there 
next year will be very largi'. I'ruple are 
reaching there every day with lliei" oiit- 
lits. and I estimate that at least l.-'OO 
people will winter there. Those on the 
ground are not tenderfeet, but are old 
time miners,"

Patrick Crowley, a recent arrival from 
Atlin, states thiit on Monday of last 
week the liody of a man was faiiiid on 
the edge of Taku Arm, and the appear- 
ance of the bod.v indicated that he had 
been dead, drowned, for several days. 
There was nothing on tlie body to indi- 
cate where he was from or what his 
name miglit be. Crowley says the body 
ai)peareil to be that of a man 45 or 50 
years of age. It is iiossihle it may bi^ 
the body of ,Tohn Anderson, who lias 
been missing for some time. Anderson 
was at work on tlie White Pass railroad 
when the news reached Skag^vny of the 
Atlin discoveries. lie quit work, joined 
the rush and reached that country am- 
ong the earliest arrivals and seenred a 
claim on Pine creek. .V man iiatiied 
Fred Alexander disputed Anderson's 
right to the claim, hut the Tatter lielil 
it, taking in witli him as partners two 
young lOnglisIimen. Together the three 
men went to work, sinking a sliaft to 
bed rock. Tlieir labors were crowned 
with siiecess. and they wore taking out 
large (piantities of gold daily up to t^ie 
2.Sth (lay of August, when Anderson 
leiiving his [)artners at %vork on the 
claim, went to Taku to procure provis- 
ions for the trio. lie reached Taku in 
safety, made the necessary pureliases 
and started back to his claim in tiie 
ternoon. He has not since been seen or 
heard of by his friends, and the chances 
lire against his ever being seen alive 
When asked by neighboring miners as to 
what had become of "the old man," the 
two Englishmen are reported to have 
said he had gone out to Skagway for 
the winter, but iminiry reveals the fact 
that he diil not go there, and he never 
had oxprCMsed to any of bis friends the 
intention of doing so. At last reports 
the Englishmen were still working the 
claim, which is said to be very rich.

The citizens' coBimittee lare takeu 
up in -earnest the task imposed on them 
iind last night showed the iuteroaic they 
take in the matter l>y tiiruiuK out some 
30 strong out of the 50 meiubcrs, Tlio 
■various aub-committces are now in work 
jug order and have set tlie tinio for their 
iirst meetings. The assistance ol citi- 
zens is asked for and the time of meet 
ing of these sub-committees is announc- 
ed for the purpose o£ allowing; anyone 
■who has a suggestion or 'inidnnatioa to 
give, to attend. 

Mr. Kenouf stated that Hon. Robert 
Beareu desired to retire from the general 
ccnimittce in favor of some younger 
man, but a resolution was passed asking 
him to allo-sv his name to remain. 

Next came the report of the sub-eom- 
inittee to whom had been given the duty 
«f drafting permanent sub-committees 
"With a few amendments the report was 
adopted, the following being the result: 

No. 1. Charter and municipal logisla- 
tion— Messrs. Hunter, Marchant, Me- 
Phillips, Redfern and Renouf.

In tlie discussion which took place in- 
cidental to the report Mr. McPhillips ox- 
pressed the fear that as a member of the 
legislature he might possibly be restrict- 
ed by serving on the legislation commit- 
tee and he wanted it very distinctly un- 
derstood that he would only serve on 
the e«mmitteo on condition that he re- 
served the right to act with a perfectly 
free hand in the discu.ssioii of any of 
those matters in the house. 

Mr. W. H. Langley, after Uicse com- 
mittees had been settled upon, said that 
it seended to him that another very im- 
portant question should be taken up. 
Some time ago the question had come up 
about the purchase of gold in this city 
from miners returning from the North. It 
could very readily be understood that tJie 
town which offered the best facilities for 
the purchase of gold was the one where 
the Miners were most likely to stop for 
the purpose of sellmg their gold. Nat- 
urally these men would as a result ex- 
tieiid money in purchasing clothes or 
supplies of various sorts ■»vhile in town 
and he knew of several instances where 
men had after selling their gold here and 
purchasing goods been so pleased with 
the pince that they decided to~ settle hi 
Victoria. These men had said that doz- 
eas ol their comrades had passed by Vic- 
toria not Icnowing that they could sell 
their gold here. Mr. Langley referred 
to the speech made by Mr. Wilkic, presi- 
dent of the Bankers' Association, as to 
the advantage it would be to have a mint 
in Canada and Mr. Langley. strongly 
urged that Yiotoria should make a move 
towards getting a mint established in 
Victoria. 

Mr. D. n. Ker referred to the fact 
of the question of the purchase of gold 
being brought before the provincial gov- 
ernment and the belief that as soon as 
the legislature met action would be tak- 
en towards giving the provincial govern- 
ment the authority to purchase the gold

grace to the people of Canada that so 
much gold was allowed to be sent out of 
the country.

ANCIENT HOSPITALS.-It Is said that 
the onclenta knew nothlug about hospitals, 
unless tho temple of Aesculapius could be 
rogarded as such. Hippocrates docs indeed 
speak of cases that Wfte "watched" Jn tho 
temple of Aesculapius, but the classic cure 
was hardly effective In Its treatment. The 
patient was carried to the shrlaes at Coos, 
I'crganios, Epidaunis, and elsewhere, and 
left there for uny beneat that the mythical 
God of MiHlielne could confer ujion hhn. If 
ho got better then it was a ease ot "Deus, 
ecce Deus!" and the votive cock of w-Lleli 
tiocrates spoke ut the hour of his death 
was sacrlllced to Aesculapius. In the pres- 
ent .vear, however, the traces ot a real 
Itomaa hospital have been discovered— are 
yet to bo seen at Baden, the dull little 
Swiss Budeu near Zurich. Excavations 
have revealed these vestiges composed of 
fourteeh little rooms, containing a large 
quanllty of surgical and medical properties 
—tubes, pincers, spatuiae, cauterizing In- 
struments, spoons and pbarmacentlcal 
weights and measures, and also pots for 
ulotmcut. The latest money found there 
dates from the time of Hadrian. Humani- 
tarians have, however, not lost the point 
ot their argument. It Is a military hospital 
built for the 7tb and 8th legions, who were 
quartered neor, and held Vlndontssa (Wln- 
dlscb) us one of their garrison towns.

or mori)hlne or quinine or something else, 
and tile very next season rushes to the o|)- 
poslte extreme In some other directiou. 
Women are usually the worst faddists of 
the kind, and It was therefore of Import- 
ance to bring this subject to the notice of 
female medical students.

NELSON GAOL TROUBLES. 
For some mouths the warden of the 
Nclson^gaolj;.aa^^the Tribiuac, "and 'some 
oC those who were under him have been 
working ut cross purpose.s, aud charges 
and counter charges Iiiivo been nnulo, 
the effect of which has been the resiKua- 
tiou of several of the vvardon'.s suboi-diu- 
ate.s. Should the lesife'natious now iii bu 
acted upon, there will remain on Tuesday 
nest but one active olHcor ou duty at tlio 
lirovincial gaol, in addition to thelwor- 
(icD himself, in an institution in which 
there are aome . 25. prisoners. Tbere can 
l>o no doubt tliat.'tne belief in the minds 
of some that the new government intond- 
cci to introduce the spoils system in the 
matter of appointments has very largely 
contributed to the present unsatisfact- 
ory conditions of aifairs, and something 
in the way of a definite announconiont 
by the governmout to tlio contrary is- 
necessary to i-oniedy matters. The re 
suit of the voting in tlie general elec- 
tions in .luly waH barely announced be- 
fore ciiudidatcs were out for tiie warden 
ship in the event of Captain I'Utzsttilibti' 
removal, an event whieh was couiiteil 
among the sure tiiinf^.s. From tliis time 
down to the present tlie condition of 
nfTairs has grown more nusatisfactory. 
Tliat clnirges liavu been laid against 
Warden Eitzstiibbs is a development 
whicli llie peoiile of Nelson may look for 
but tliere is a well-grounded belief in 
the minds of many people that the chief 
offence wliieh Captain Fitzstubbs has 
committed lias been in retaining an olllce 
which Is sought by others." 

GREAT WESTERN MINE. 
The Vancouver company, known 
tlie Two Friend» Mine, Limited, wliicli 
luis been attempting the development of 
Uio Great Western mine in tlio Slwan, 
held a special general meeting on Satur- 
day. During the operations of tlie coiu- 
pany nine carloads of clean ore jiveraged 
114 ounces in silver and O-l.Ii per cent 
lend, and '.V2~> tons of eoneentratiiig ore 
produced lOl.lj ounces silver and 59 per 
cent. lead. The directors of the ooin- 
paiiy state that it will require anotlier 
.■yS.O'OO to carry ou development, but be- 
ing unable to raise this aiiiount they re 
commend the further dovelopineiit aud 
working of the Great Western on tli 
basis of a four months' lease, the lessee 
undertaking within four months to pay 
off the existing lialiilitii^s of the company 
—some .'i;4,r)00 — with au option to purch- 
ase within ten months, and at the end of 
ten months, to organize a new couipany 
with a capital of .f50,U00, of wliicb the 
Two Friends company will receive .'f^.'JT,- 
500 in paid up stocli for its interest m 
the Great Western. The lessee will be 
allotted a like amount, and will also 
pav into the treasury .$50,000 in cash for 
working capital; the balance of the stock, 
vi-/,., ,f2.j,000, will remain nt the dis- 
posal of the new company, to be dis 
posed of if further capital is required,- 
Nelson Tribune, 

A JUDGMENT CRITICIZED. 
On Thursday .TustLcc Walkcm gave 
judgment in the Ponder vs. War Eagle 
case, rendering a verdict for the defend- 
ant company with costs, despite the fact 
that a special jury had rendered a verdict 
in Pender's favor for .'>;i,()nO. render was 
an employee of tlio War Eagle company 
and was struck in the head l)y a drill 
thrown down one of the passes, llis 
injuries were serious iuid he was in- 
capacitated for a long time. Pender 
considered the company were liable for 
the accident through neglecting onlinnry 
precautions, and acciirdiiigly took action. 
The case was battled about from one 
court to another with varj-ing ri^sults, un- 
til finally it reached the Sui)reme court 
at Itosslaiid, i)residcd over by .Tiidge 
Walkcm. A capable, conscientious jury 
was selected, and, after hearing evi- 
(lenc<> all round, they brought in a ver- 
dict for i)laintifT, Pender, for If.'I.OOO. lie 
claimed .^i.'i.OOO. On Thnrr.day .Ti'.O.ge 
Walkeni delivered judgtnent, which was 
completely at variance with the tinding 
of the jury. Ilis judgment is, remarkable 
to relate, entirely in favor of the de- 
fendant, War Eagle company, and be- 
cause of tlie following side lights which 
were not observed by. the unfortunate 
jiH-vinen blinded by prejudice and con- 
tuinacv. .ludge W.alkcm says that "he 
coiddn't agree with the jury because 
tbev were evidently in sympathy with 
Pender. Aloroover, Pender disregarded 
any impending danger and never ac- 
quainted the company of . the risk he was 
running of his life.'' It was consooueiitly 
taking unfair advantage of his employers 
to buclc against them when he got hurt."

New Denver, Oct. 2S.— The Galena 
mine was closed down lliis week and the 
force of men employed thoreou sent down 
tlie hill, Tlie piinips are kept working 
and llie properly hold in readiness to 
resaine (jperations at short nolice. AVliat 
this move means it is impossible to as- 
certain. I'ossibly a eliange of iiiaiiag.>- 
luiMil is ani iciimted. It is said a thorough 
exaniination of the workings is to be 
niacb.' hefon* any more money is expend- 
ed in developing. This mine has been 
working steadily for about two and a 
half years. 'I'lie riiost improved maeliiii- 
er>', luimps, drills an<l hoists have been 
installed and everything is in Bight to 
make it a great HhippiiiK mine but ore. 
This has been encountered at intervals 
and at various depths, hut not in sulllc 
lent quantity and richness to ship. 

The Cullfornia shipped 40 tons to Nel- 
son this week and the prcqterty has been 
closed down for the season. The reason 
for this Is given by A J. Marks, tlie 
manager, that the cost of packing to and 
from the mine is too expensive to tnakc 
shipments under jn-eseiit difUciilties prof- 
itable. It costs .$'.210 per carload to liaVe 
the ore packed to the wharf here, aiul 
.M15 more for frciglit charges to the 
smeller. 

While mining activity hiis enlivened 
.New Denver coiisidcni bly locally tilings 
are very (piiet. The oiiern house is Hear- 
ing completion and will be opened nliout 
the middle of November. Several other 
buildings, residences and business blockii 
are going up.

THE CANADIAN TARIFF. 

Liberal Amendments Are Giving No 
Cause For Complaint at 
Wusliiiigto"- 

Washington, Oct. 30.— The first month 
of the new Canadian tariff does not 
appear to have had tho depressing effect 
upon exports from the United States 
into Canada that was anticipated by 
some people. The report of the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce, in Canada, 
covering the month of August, iS»8, and 
comparing ' :^with ' the .'/ 'cori%BpondIiig 
months of 1807 and 1890, has just 
reached the treasury bureau of statis- 
tics. The flgurofl which;: it presents nrc 
especially Interesting, since tliey cover 
tlio first month of tho operations of the 
new tariff which gives to goods coming 
into Canada from (iront Hvitain ;iiid 
certain British colonics 25 per cent, ail- 
vantage in tariff lates ovijr ilioso com- 
ing from the United States. 

Tho new Canadian tarifi: law. ennctcil 
in 1807, provided that when the cus- 
toms tariff of any other country is ninde 
as favorable to Canada as her own tiirifl 
rates, tho duties upon tlic products of 
that country should at once be bnvered 
one-eighth, and utter the expirtilioii c-f 
one year should be reduced iiiiorher one- 
eiglitli. The 12'/-; per cent, eduction 
went into operation August 1, and 
wa.s held to afTect goods ciMiiing into 
Canada from Great Hritain, liermauy, 
Kelgiuni and several other countrie.-:, 
thus giving to the ini;)orts coming into 
Canada an average of \-Vj. per cent, in 
rates of duty, as r.gainst those from 
the Piiited Stales, wliicii v.ere reriiilied 
to pay the full rates inmi'd in vlu- new 
law. Additional legislr.lion in LSOS so 
modilied the net tlnit the rediiclioii of 25 
per cent, wliicli was to lake effect on 
August 1, 18U,S, is held to rel.-ite -uily to 
goods coming into Ciiuadi from llie 
United Kingdom, Uermilda, Britith 
West Indies, Uritish Guinna, or " any 
otlier British colony or possession tht; 
customs tariff of which is on the whcio 
as favorable to Cttn'tda as the British 
preferential tariff 's to such colony or 
possession," 

This modification of the tariff act of 
1H07 thus gives <o goods from Great 
Britain and most of her colonies an ad- 
vantage, on and after August 1, 1808, 
of 25 per cent In rates of duty over 
those from tlie United States; or, in 
other words, requires goods from the 
United States to pay 3:5 l-:t per cent, 
higher tarifl' rates than those from the 
countries in (lucstion. The tiguros 
showing the imports into Canada durin 
August, Ihe first month under the new 
arrangement, are therefore especially in- 
teresting. 

It was expected that the iiii|iorts from 
Great Hriliiin and her colonies in Aug 
ust, 1,S!)8, would be abnorimilly large 
because of the fact that importers 
knowing that tliey would obtain better 
tariff rates in .\ugust lliaii in .luno 
,ruly, would, wherever practicable, hold 
back their imports until the new rates 
should go into effect August 1, while no 
such condition would apply to goods 
from the United States. It was pre 
sumed, therefore, that whatever might 
be the final effect upon the relative 
growth of Pritish or .Vmericiin impfirts 
into Canada, those of the month of 
.Vugust would show much greater gains 
lor ({rent Britain than for the United 
States. 

The figures presented In the report in 
question, however, do not justify this 
expectation. While the report does not 
state the total amount of goods from 
CJreat Britain imported into Canada dur- 
ing August, it does give a table contain- 
ing quantities and values of "principal 
articles of merchandise imported from 
(ircat Britain to British North America 
during the month of August, 1898, com- 
[lared wIUi- August, 1897 and 1S9(!." 
The total value of these " principal arti- 
cles " exported from Great Rritaiu to 
Cninida in August, IcSOS, was 11.4 jH'r 
cent, in excess of the same (^lass of arti- 
cles exported to Canada in August, ISO", 
when the tariff advantage was but 12Vi 
per cent., and is actually less than in 
•August, 181)8, when the tariff gevo no 
advantage to articles from Great Brit- 
ain. On tlie other hand, tho reports of 
the bureau of stiitistics of inir own gov- 
erniueiit show that the exjxirts from the 
United States into Canada in August, 
1-S98, were 12^! per cent, greater than 
in August, 1897, nnd more than 25 per 
cent, in excess of those of August, 1896.
